—the farmer. 


They heard W. W. Waymack, 


editor 6f the Des Molnes Regis- 
ter and Tribune out in the farm 
belt, assert ' that democracy de- 
pends upon a large, secure mid- 
dle class, "and the backbone of 
that class is still the Individual 
farmer." 
Waymack, who won a Pulitzer 


prize 
for editorial 
writing and 


who has devoted considerable at- 
tention to agricultural problems, 
said he was convinced that If the 
number of farm owner-operators 
in this country continues to de- 
crease, "capitalism as we know it 
is bound to be radically changed." 
"Tho 
only kind

Idomocracy we know," he said, "is 
ssociated with private property, 
ather diffusely 
owned, as well 
other great natural rights,"

BROWNSVILLE, Dec. 8.—M5)— 


Federal Judge C. B. Kennamer 
today called Cloyd P. Clevenger, 
New York aviator, back Into court 
and reduced the flyer's 18 months 
prison sentence to a year and a 
day, suspended 
for 
five 
years, 


and fined him $2,000. 


Clevenger had previously plead- 


ed guilty to flying two airplanes 
to Mexican Rebel General .Satur- 
nino Cedillo in violation of the 
United States neutrality act of 
1937. 


Judge Kennamer described Clev- 


enger's offense as "a serious one" 
and concluded: 


"You 
are not to return to Mex- 


ico or engage In this business dur- 
ing the probation period. 
I will 


not restrict your movement in the 
United States but you must report 
to the probation officer of this 
court by correspondence regularly. 
I hope you will not get into any 
further trouble."

SWEPT PHILIPPINE 


PROVINCES TODAY 


MEAGER REPORTS GIVE LIST 
OF NINETEEN DEAD; HEAVY 


DAMAGE WAS DONE 


MANILA, Dec. 8.—W— 


A terrific 
typhoon 
swept 


over s e v e r a l provinces 
southeast of Manila today, 
leaving thousands homeless, 
causing floods over a wide 
area, and disrupting com- 
munications. Meager reports 
listed nineteen dead. 


The storm passed touthward of 


Manila, hit northern Mindoro Is- 
land and swept Into the China 
Sea. All sectors reported heavy 
damage 
to 
private and 
public 


properties, and to crops. 


A typhoon signal, indicating the 
center of the storm was over the 
region was hoisted in Sorsogon, 
Albay, and' Camarlnes Sur prov- 
inces. 
Masbate, Romblon, Marln- 


duque, Teytc, Samar and South 
Tayabas provinces also were hit 
hard. 


Communication lines in fifteen 


provinces were prostrated. 


As the center of the typhoon 
passed over the Sorsogon region 
of Southerfn Luzon Island, one 
of the lowest barometric readings 
in the history of the Philippines 
—28.50—was 
registered. 
Winds 


reached more than 75 miles an 
hour. 


Eighteen dead were reported on 


Samar Island and one in Cama 
rines Sur province. 


The city of Legaspl reported the 


strongest typhoon in many years. 
Two dredge boats worth $100,000 
were sunk in the harbor there 


Red Cross and government agen- 


cies went into action: 


Efforts to salvage the German 


multi-motored Condor plane, which 
sank in Manila Bay Monday, were 
abandoned in the face of the ty- 
phoon.

ON COTTON PLAN 


Question of whether the AAA's 
cotton acreage 
limitation 
pro- 
gram In 1939 will be voluntary or 
compulsory will be decided Sat- 
urday, December 10, by a two- 
thirds majqslty of Cotton produc- 
ers voting on cotton marketing 
quotas. George W. Boyd, county 
AAA committee chairman, urges 
a large vote in Navarro county, 
regardless of which way It goes. 
Quotas In effect this year whit- 
tled the 1938 harvest to about 
12,000,000 bales, a reduction of 
7,000,000 bales aa compared with 
the 19,000,000-bale record of 1937, 
when the program was on a 
voluntary basis. 
Among other points brought out 
in connection with the program 
and referendum Include: 
The 
1839 National 
Marketing 
allotment for cotton Is between 
27 and 28 millions acres, as it 
was for 1938. According to the 
law the general rule would set 
the marketing allotment as the 
amount of cotton that must be 
added to the supply already on 
hand in order to provide enough 
for normal needs—both 
expqrt 
and home 
consumption—for 
a 
year. 
Special Provisions. 
But congress made some spe- 
cial provisions for cotton: First, 
that the National marketing al- 
lotment shall not bo smaller than 
10,000,000 bales, and second, that 
a limit be put on the amount 
any cotton grower could be ask- 
ed to reduce his cotton acreage 
from his 1937 plantings. Adding 
this additional . acreage to 
that 
needed to produce 10,000,000 bales, 
the AAA arrived at a national 
marketing allotment of 27 to 28 
million acres. 
The national acreage allotment' 
under the regular 
conservation 
part of the AAA program 
and 
the marketing allotment are one 
and 
the 
same. 
Hence 
If 1939 
marketing quotas are .put Into 
effect, a grower who stays with- 
in his acreage allotment can sell 
all of his 1939 cotton 
without 
penalty along with any hold-over 
cotton that was not liable to 
penalty In 1938.

year when farmers were not try- 
ing to trim the cotton surplus. 
Some growers are 
wondering, 
since marketing quotas were in 
effect this year, why the price 
of cotton still Is around 8 cents. 
On this subject George Slaugh.

observation: 
"I think 1938 quotas have done 
some good. It's true that the 
price of cotton Is still far too 
low, but with the big 1937 surplus 
still on hand, It was impossible 
for the 1038 quota to raise cot- 
ton prices In one year.

NINETEEN MINERS 


KILLED AS RIDING 
.RAKE BREAKS AW 


SYDNEY, Nova Scotia, 


Dec. 6.— (Canadian Press.) 
—Nineteen men were known 
to have 
been killed and 


many others seriously in- 
jured today in Nova Scotia'a 
worst coal mine disaster in 
20 years. 
Fourteen 
bodies 
had 
been 


brought to the surface two hours 
after a string of 26 mine cars 
carrying 250 workers broke loose 
and plunged out of control down 
a mile-long Incline into the wall 
of the main deep. It was feared, 
however, that other bodies re- 
mained in the wreckage at the 
bottom of tho shaft. 


Five men died In hospitals af- 
ter they and some 40 other ser- 
iously injured had been brought 
to the surface where doctors and 
nurses waited. 


Mine officials said they bMlev- 


ed only 19 were killed outright al- 
though 
rescue 
workers 
feared 


more 
bodies 
remained 
in 
the 


wreckage nt the bottom of the pit. 
The tragedy occurred in 
the 
Princess 
colliery 
of the 
Nova 


Scotia Steel & Coal Company as 
a shift was riding down to work. 


Haulage Cable Snaps. 


A haulage cable snapped aa the 
string of cars, known as a riding 
rake, was going down a 10 per 
cent grade. 
The cars gathered 


momentum rapidly, but some men 
wore able to jump In the first 
few seconds. 
Most of these es- 
caped serious Injury. 


Rescue workers brought out tho 
16 bodies and returned to the pit. 
They said it was impossible yn'. 
to say how many more bodies 
might still be In the wreckage of 
tho rake. 


Survivors and miners from oth- 
er shafts took the lead In 'rescue 
work. 


Survivors said some men In the 


wildly plunging rake, seeking to 
follow the few who leaped at the 
start, stood up and wero decapi- 
tated by the Jagged celling, oth- 
ers remained on their seata and 
were burled in the wreckage aa 
tho train crashed. 


The roar of the crash echoed 


through 
the shafts 
and 
slopes 
that level off at a depth of 1,480 


feet, far below waters of Sydney 
harbor. 


Shaft Not High. 
The shaft through which the 
cars plunged Is only 11 feet In di- 
ameter and many men who were 
thrown from tho cars were ser- 
iously hurt. 


All available doctors and nurses 


were sent to tho pithead. Rescue 
crews descended as soon as news 
of the accident reached the sur- 
face. 


Officials said although they had 


been told at least 30 wero killed, 
a reasonably accurate estimate of 
dead and injured could not be 


made until men from the firs' aid 
crows returned to the surfaco. 


The accident, one of the wort' * 


in Nova Scotia's long coal mining ' 
history, came Just a year after 
three miner's had been killed am, 
two injured In a similar accident 
in the same colliery. In that cat 
a runaway string of 14 coal caiK 
struck tho group as they worn 
walking back to the surface after 
their shift was over. 
First account of today's disas- 
ter Indicated a broken haulage 
rope was the cause. 


About 600 men are employed In 
Princess colliery.

"The

gards cotton," Evans said, "growt 
out of the carryover which piled 
up in 1037.

Because of its wide range of 


farming activity, Texas comes un- 
der all of the principal provision 
of the law except those which ap- 
ply to the production of corn and 
tobacco. 


Although 
considerable 
of 
the 


grain Is grown In scattered sec- 
tions, there Is not sufficient quan- 
tity, in tho opinion of the secre- 
tary of agriculture, to call for 
the designation of Texas as a 
commercial corn area. 


All other major phases of the 


AAA farm 
program—control of 


cotton, wheat and rice production, 
nnd grazing range conservation, 
do apply to the lone star state. 
In addition, the marketing agree- 
ment act Is especially adaptable 
to the citrus industry of the Rio 
Grande Valley. 
Wheat production -control prac- 


tices meet their first actual test 
in next year's crop, for the 
act 


was passed to late to be applied 
to the 1938 harvest. The vast 
plains 
of the Texas panhandle 


had been planted in the grain be- 
fore the 
President's

made terms of the long-debated 
measure law. 
Three Crops Covered. 


As it is a federal law, those 
terms do not single out any state 
to which it may be applied. Cot- 
ton, 
wheat and rice crops, wher- 


ever grown in the United States 
are covered by the act.

ed primarily for the midwcstern

pleting crops—those covered

the act, for the 1939 AAA pro- 
gram is between 270,000,000 and

soon. 
A certain portion of this 
acreage will be assigned to spe- 
cified 
crops, and 
allocated 
to 
counties and In turn to the in- 
dividual farmer. 
The national allotment was es- 


timated on a basis of providing 
sufficient 
harvest to

domestic requirements 


and all possible export markets, 
and for adequate reserves. It was

Market Quotas. 


To hold unusual surpluses out 


of glutted markets 
and 
protect 


tho 
value of 
commodities, the 
act provides that marketing quot- 
as be used, subject to the ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers voting, to obtain general 
participation. 
The 
quotas 
are 


backed by penalties on sales in 
excess of the amount they spe- 
cify. 
Texas cotton and rice farmers 


will determine In a referendum 
December 10 whether they want 
marketing quotas

Tho 1939 AAA program, 
with 


few exceptions, will follow

general powers- of home rule olt- 
lea, adding: 


"The primary right of the citizen 
to use of the streets for the pur- 
pose ^of travel whereon does not 
carry with It the right to store 
his vehicle for his business con- 
venience."
